that he is not going to resign 
after being cited for suspicion 
of disorderly conduct at last 
week’s football game. 

“T’ve thought about it,” 
Shradar said. “I’ve decided 
that’s not the route to go, I still 
feel I have a lot to give to stu- 
dent government.” 

Shradar said he still has not 
made a decision whether or not 
he will run for re-election. 


deciding factor in that deci- 
sion,” Shradar said. “How it 
affects my credibility on cam- 
pus, negatives versus positives 
with students, I'll take that into 


account.” 


According to a police report, 
Shradar was “emitting a very 
strong odor of alcohol” and 
“displaying fighting gestures 
and attempting to incite the 
crowd ... to violence” during 
Saturday night’s football open- 
er against Northwest Missouri 
State University, which UNO 
won 40-17. 


Shradar said he sent apology 
letters to university officials, 
students and to Northwest 
Missouri State. 
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“I wouldn’t want to go 
down in history as the 
student president that 
got drunk and started 
fights at football games.”

Mary Mudd, vice-chancellor 
of student affairs, said Shradar 
is subject to the same discipli- 
nary actions as any student, but 
said she could not comment on 
any disciplinary plans she has 
for Shradar. 

“Any student who has a vio- 
lation of student code of con- 
duct is treated the same way,” 
she said. 

‘Another fate Shradar may 
face is impeachment. 

According to Student 
Senate’s constitution, a resolu- 


tion “may be initiated by stu- 
dent’ senate resolution” to.’

The North American Food Drive began to 


reap the benefits from a Lambda Chi Alpha fra- 
ternity marathon yesterday. 


The ““Cannon Crew “Goes” to” Kearney 2° °° [23 


three-day marathon event kicked off on 
Thursday. One runner began the trek from the 
Henningson Memorial Campanile to . the 
University of Nebraska-Kearney. The 170 mile 
stretch between Omaha and Kearney will be 
covered by 20 Lambda Chi Alpha runners in a 
relay style, all while holding a football. 

Lambda Chi Alpha is known as the fraternity 
that sets off the charge from the cannon every 
time UNO scores a touchdown while playing 
football at a home game. 

Vince Cappellano, external vice president in 
charge of philanthropy and public relations for 
Lambda Chi Alpha, said this will be a semi- 
annual event to take place every year UNO trav- 
els to UNK to compete in football. 

“The first event was in 1997. Initially it was 
to benefit the March of Dimes,” Cappellano 
said. 

He said the marathon will continue the tradi- 
tion of fundraising for the National Food Drive. 

The 200 Lambda Chi Alpha chapters across 
the nation raised 1.8 million pounds of food last 
year. Locally, 27,000 pounds of food was raised 
last year. Lambda Chi Alpha has a goal to raise 
40,000 pounds of food this year, Cappellano 
said. 

“Most fund raising has been done from local

Do you carry your bookbag on one 
shoulder or both? 

Seemingly little things, like carrying a 
bookbag on only one shoulder or slouch- 
ing over in one’s desk, can contribute to 
back problems later in life, said Dr. Jeff 
Meyers of Natural Health Center. 

Meyers said anything one-sided, like 


swinging a baseball bat or bowling, 
makes the body out of balance. This 
imbalance affects overall posture and the 
way a person’s joints move. The result 
may be recurring back pain, recurring 
headaches, chronic tightness between the 
shoulders and tightness in the neck. 
“Sitting with your feet flat on the 
floor, sitting up and using the chair like it 
was designed, with your back against the 
back of the chair” are two ways Meyers 


any material you’re typing should be 


said students can reduce back and neck 
pain. 

He also suggested putting a book 
underneath your feet or using a support 
pillow behind your back to keep the 
spine aligned. 

Meyers said to make sure your com- 
puter workstation at home features a 
monitor at eye level. The monitor and

Strategic planning forums have 
been scheduled for the month of 
September to address the goals and 
statements found within UNO's 
strategic plan. 

The first goal of the strategic plan 
places students at the center of the 
educational enterprise. Second, UNO 
strives to achieve academic excel- 
lence consistent with its vision. The 
third goal is UNO will establish col- 
laborative partnerships/programs on 
and off the campus. 

The first forum took place on Sept. 
8. The next forums are scheduled for 
Sept. 17 at 2 p.m. and Sept. 29 at 11 
a.m. They are conducted in the 
Dodge Room of the Milo Bail 
Student Center. 

Deborah Smith-Howell, chair of 
the communications department and - 
part of the Strategic Plan Steering 
Committee will participate in at least 
two of the forums. 

The steering committee is made 
up of about 15 people and represents 
students, faculty and staff. UNO 
Chancellor Nancy Belck chairs the 
committee that has been meeting 
since October, 1997. 

“The forums are part of an ongo- 
ing process that has been taking place 
for almost two years,” Smith-Howell 
said. 

Smith-Howell said these forums 
will allow for people who are new to 
UNO to become familiar with the 
strategic plan’s ideas. 

“We’ve done a bunch of work. 
People who are new to it need to 


learn about what’s already been

Arena registration is how all stu- 


‘dents registered up until 1994 


when the Better Registration at 
UNO system was introduced. 

Early on, the registration 
process at UNO was held in the 
fieldhouse dating back to when it 
still had a dirt floor. 

Up until 1986, the process of 
pulling cards abounded. For this 
registration procedure, the differ- 


puter-coded, electronically- read- 


able cards. Each offered class: had: -: 
“jts.own tray with just enough of. 


these electronic cards for the allot- 
ted number of seats. 

In spring 1987 registration: pro- 
cedures changed. Students would 
fill out a request sheet and take it 
over to the Milo Bail Student 
Center. Their requests were entered 
into a number of different comput- 
er terminals. 

This means of registration con- 
tinued until the BRUNO program 
started in fall of 1994. Dan 
Kenny helped to orchestrate its 
programming and consequential 
success. 

With the implementation of a 
touch-tone registration system, stu-

The electronic system also 
allows students to avoid such regis- 


. tration snafus as being scheduled in

In e-BRUNO students can take a 
“shopping cart” around to select 
courses.

“There is an oversight committee being formed to 
investigate the matters pertaining to the current 
Student President/ Regent and the events of last 
weekend.” 

Students around the campus had mixed feel- 
ings about what Shradar’s next course of action 
should be. in 

“I don’t think he should resign ... let’s wait and 
see what happens,” said Mike Erwin, executive 
treasurer of student government. “I don’t think it’s 
serious enough for him to quit. (However) I feel it’s 
a very unfortunate situation for the university and 
student government.” 

‘Other students were not so convinced that 
Shradar’s staying would be the best thing for the 
student body. 

“Shradar’s view of his position is not one of 
leadership, his view is one of power, and he needs 
to go,” said Joey Sanchez, former Student 
President/Regent. “His actions Saturday show that 
he cares little for student government.” 

Sophomore Colin Caspers thinks Shradar should 
take responsibility, not try to play the situation 
down and should have acted more responsibly con- 
sidering his status on the UNO campus. 

“(Shradar) said it wasn’t the alcohol, well any 
time you’re drinking, it is the alcohol. It impairs 
your judgment,” he said. “He should take more care 
in his actions.to avoid a situation that looks bad. If 
you want to pound a case of beer in your apartment, 
that’s your business, but you wouldn’t want to do 
that in public because you’re in a position of 
responsibility and respect.”

’ The number of SDSU freshmen 
requiring remediation in mathe- 
matics and English courses this 
semester has dropped significantly 
since last Fall when 5,497 students 
were enrolled in remedial courses. 

This semester, an estimated 
3,554 students are enrolled, an 
overall drop of about 35 percent. 

The number of students requiring 
remediation in English has decreased 
by 23 percent since last fall, and 
enrollment in remedial math classes 
has decreased by 43 percent, accord- 
ing to Carol Sweedler-Brown, dean 
of Arts and Letters. 

The reason for the drop in reme- 
dial students is an increase in 
admission requirements for SDSU 
and the university’s high school 
outreach efforts, she said. 

SDSU is now designated as

“impacted,” which means it does- 
n’t have to accept every California 
State University-eligible applicant, 
and students must have higher 
grades and SAT scores to get into 
SDSU now. 

“We are selecting higher acade- 
mic-ability students because we 
want students to be able to take 
university-level course work,” said 
Nancy Marlin, SDSU provost and 
vice president for academic affairs. 
“We want them to come prepared. 

“We have an attractive universi- 
ty which brings in a lot of appli- 
cants,” Marlin said. : 

She said SDSU can’t continue to 
provide the same quality of educa- 
tion without controlling enrollment 
and student population. 

Students are accepted to the uni- 
versity based on the ranking of 
their eligibility index. 

The index is a number that takes 
into account a high school stu- 
dent’s grade-point average and 
SAT or ACT scores, or: English 
Placement Test and Entry Level 
Mathematics scores. 

SDSU’s eligibility standard is 
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higher than the CSU standard, 
Marlin said. SDSU is the only CSU 
campus with higher admission 
standards, she said. 

This fall, SDSU received almost 
35,000 applications. About 9,700 
of those were denied, including 
about 5,200 who met the lower 
CSU admission standards. 

“I think students are starting to 
take these exams seriously,” 
Marlin said. “The word is getting 
around to high school students that 
these exams are a consequence if 
not (taken seriously).” 

SDSU spent about $800,000 in 
faculty salaries last year for reme- 
dial courses, said Ethan Singer, 
associate vice president for acade- 
mic affairs. 

He said the amount being spent 
this year on remediation looks to 
be in significant decline. He said 
he is expecting a continuing 
decline in future semesters. 

Singer said the money spent on 
remediation will be shifted toward 
regular college-level courses as 
long as enrollment continues to 
decline in remedial courses.

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Viacom, CBS Plan Biggest Media Marriage Ever

Two entertainment televi- 
sion icons - one that built its 
current successful franchise on 
the homespun virtues of 
“Touched by an Angel,” the 

- other with the rock & roll gyra- 
tions of MTV - said Tuesday 
they are combining operations 
in the biggest media merger in 
history. 

The $37 billion stock mar- 
riage of CBS Corp., last sea- 
son’s top-rated network, and 
Viacom Inc., whose varied 
holdings include Paramount 
Pictures, Blockbuster Video 
and the Nickelodeon, VH-1 
and MTV cable networks, 
redefines the term “media 
giant.” 

Although the new Viacom 
will be the third-largest media 
company in the world, behind 
Time Warner Inc. and Walt 
Disney Co., it will be an inter- 
national multimedia jugger- 
naut with a strong and 
sometimes dominant presence 
in broadcast and cable televi- 
sion, radio, movie and TV pro- 
duction, - book _ publishing, 
outdoor advertising and the 
Internet. 

In many ways the new 
Viacom is structured to be a 
cradle-to-grave entertainment 
company, with television pro-

gramming that starts by attract- 
ing the “Rugrats” crowd - and 
advertisers - and moves up to 
the older demographic who are 
fiercely loyal to “60 Minutes.” 
What the company doesn’t

advertising. operations, build- 
ing what CBS Chairman Mel 
Karmazin called 
2\st-century media company.” 

While network mergers are 
not uncommon, this one firmly 
embraces the reality that view- 
ers and listeners are ‘increas- 
ingly scattered. Where most 
networks are structured to 
attract a specific audience, the 
new Viacom, armed with mul- 
timedia weaponry, will ambi- 
tiously set its sights on nearly 
everyone. 

“If past is prologue, this 
means that action will breed 


_ reaction,” said Bishop Cheen, 


broadcast industry analyst at 
First Union Capital Markets, in 
Charlotte, N.C. “This is proba- 
bly the first of a series. We're 
headed for a deal-a-riffic fall 
that will last into the winter.”

high. Maybe they just got too tired. Maybe 
they just got tired of being so frustrated. I 
don’t know. 

As a fan, 1 am saddened by their decisions 
to leave their teams. Any roster loss, no mat- 
ter where it is on the depth chart, damages a 
team. Not playing on the field again ... not 


leading the team again seems a waste of talent — 


and skill. 

Asa human being, albeit a less than perfect 
human being, I support these players’ deci- 
sions to move on with their lives, down a dif- 
ferent path, toward a different goal. I wish 
them all the best. They have long, long lives 
ahead of them. 

I will just miss them on Saturday after- 
noons.
